White* House announced that Pres­ 
ident Truman would make one more 
swing into Ohio. He will make a 
major speech in Clev eland next 
Tuesday on bis way back to Wash­ 
ington from Chicago. 
Both U. S. Sen. J ohn W. Bricker, 
a three-time gov ernor and a one­ 
time presidential aspirant and v ice 
presidential candidate, and Gov . 
Thomas J . Herbert made speeches 
for the Republicans. 
Frank J . Lausche. whom Herbert 
ousted from the state house two 
years ago and who is trying to re­ 


turn, was the Democrat replying - 1 
Lausche accused the Republicans 
of spending public money "far polit­ 
ical purposes and not for the pur­ 
poses of the citizen and the tax­ 
payer," He spoke before ward meet­ 
ings in his and Herbert’s home town 
of Clev eland and in Rav enna. 
Bricker warned the Republicans 
against letting a Democratic gov ­ 
ernor be elected to work with a 
Republican president. 
Herbert promised, at a sev enth 
congressional district "All Ameri­ 
can" rally at Springfield, "to keep 
subv ersiv e elements out of your 
schools and out of public office in 
this state.” 
The Republican-sponsored rally, 
with Rep. Richard M. Nixon <R- 
Calif.i the principal speaker, was 


adv ertised as non-political, but sev ­ 
en trucks bearing banners “ thank­ 
ing” gov ernor Herbert for thw elim­ 
ination of the sales tax on sales of 
less than 41 cents, bonus payments, 
etc., drov e through the streets to 
the scene. 
Rep. Nixon, co-author of the 
Mimdt-Nixon bill to outlaw Com­ 
munism, urged fighting Commun­ 
ism by teaching the theory In Am­ 
erican schools. 
“ We can nev er defeat Commun­ 
ism with ignorance and half truths," 
he said, “ if Americans were prop­ 
erly educated on Communism, the 
idealists wouldn t embrace it." 
Lausche* speech, made to ward 
rallies in Clev eland and Rav enna, 
said a "political pamphlet now be­ 
ing used as part of the adrninistra- 


far 
ad- 
tion campaign" showed how 
"politics has entered the state 
ministration." 
“ The pamphlet has 68 pages and 
it describes in detail what the ad­ 
ministration would hav e the public 
believ e it has accomplished. It tells 
many things but it does not tell in 
any clear way how the expenditures 
of the state gov ernment hav e reach­ 
ed such a huge total. 
"No statement of its cost, or an 
explanation of why it was printed at 
public expense for the education, 
not of the public, but of campaign 
speakers, hav e been giv en." 
Lausche also criticised a $6,500 
fee he said was paid to Ed D Schorr 
of Cincinnati, former Republican 
state chairman, for “ legal work in 
connection with the bonus. ’ 
The 


work should hav e been done, he 
raid, by the attorney general’s of­ 
fice.

“ Another ev idence,” he continued, 
"is the boast of the administration 
when it went into office that it 
was firing more than 3,500 of the 
employes 
of my 
administration, 
Their places hav e been filled by 
persons the administration wanted 
to fav or for political purposes. 
"Other ev idences are the tele­ 
phone connection between political 
party headquarters and the state 
gov ernment and the placing of es­ 
pecially fav ored friends of the ad­ 
ministration in the department of 
agriculture.”

It will profit 
us little in this state to put a for­ 
ward-marching Republican Presi­ 
dent in Washington and a New 
Deal-lov ing gov ernor In Ohio.”

PARIS. Oct. 22—The six "neutral” 
powers on the united Nations Se­ 
curity Council called on Russia to­ 
day to lift the Berlin blockade at 
once. 
The meeting was delayed nearly 
an hour by last minute conferences 
among the Big Four delegations 
directly concerned in the issue. The 
United States, Britain and France 
hav e accused Russia of endanger­ 
ing peace by blockading Berlin. 
Russia has asserted no blockade 
exists and that the Council has no 
jurisdiction. 
The neutral powers 
— Argentina, 
Belgium. 
Canada. 
China, Colombia and Syria—drafted 
a compromise solution which the 
western powers accepted. 
The 
neutrals put before 
the 
Council a joint resolution which 
said tile four military gov ernors of 
Germany should adopt the Sov iet 
mark as Berlin’s sole currency be­ 
fore Nov . 20 in exchange for lifting 
the blockade.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22—One erf the 
still secret projects of the U.S. 
Atomic Energy ^ commission is how 
to get rid of waste radio-active at- 
oijis. 
Some facts ^have been puo- 
lished, but most of the conferences 
are behind closed doors. 
There are no risks y et. 
But not 
much time is left. 
Already 16 for­ 
eign nations are using the radio­ 
active materials sold at Oak Ridge. 
Six more have made arrangements. 
Other nations are about to begin 
making similar radioactive m ater­ 
ials. Atomic power when developed 
will add some radioactive hazards. 
The dangers will be world-wide, 
and it is probable that safety rules 
will be international. 
The hazards are radioactive sol­ 
ids, liquids and gases getting into 
the air, ground or 
water. 
Even 
oceans are not considered safe. 
There are two kinds of radioactive 
risks, 
short-lived 
and 
long-lived. 
The 
long-lived 
is 
the 
problem. 
Short-lived stuff can be stored un­ 
til it dies. 
But some of the long- 
lived material may be as hazardous 


a century hence at it Is today . 
Dr. Porrest Western of the Oak 
Ridge national laboratory tells some 
possibilities of protection hi a je-

Sufficient dilution, by spreading 
I thin** In water, air or ground, would

Western cites an unnamed species 
of Algae th at may concentrate them 
enough to emit ray s which can be 
detected many feet away . 
Clay s and spme minerals, he say s, 
strongly absorb some of the radio­ 
active elements. Some resins do the 
same. 
At Bikini other observers said oil 
slicks picked up thousands of times 
more of the radioactive atoms than 
the water. 
Small 
boats 
became 
temporarily unsafe from hot atoms 
In marine growths on their bottoms. 
One proposal is to put radioactive 
stuff in the solutions used for ma­ 
king concrete. This concrete would

3 made into solid blocks and sunk 
In an ocean. 
Even if the blocks 
broke after a century , not much 
radioactivity would be expected to 
escape.

radioactive chemicals might prevent 
the concrete from setting. 
Metal cans have bean considered 
for the ocean. 
No tests have been 
published as to whether any can is 
y et known that will remain tight 
for a couple of centuries. 
Another study is on mixing the 
dangerous atoms with non-redloact- 
ive chemical elements. This mixing 
would use the same element. 
For 
erample, radioactive iron would be 
mixed with non-radioactive. 
Once mixed, the radioactive stuff 
presumably 
never 
would 
become 
separated, for one of the most dif­ 
ficult problems of the atonic age 
has been to find methods of separ­ 
ating atoms of the same element. 
This kind >of dilution may not 
need large amounts of the safe ele­ 
ments. The non-radiating element 
may bind the dangerous material in 
such a way that even if plants, ani­ 
mals or men absorb 
considerable 
quantities, the hot atoms will not 
get loose. 
Burial Not Gocd 
Burial in the ground is not con­ 
sidered a solution because in a few 
y ears 
the 
material 
may 
spread 
through underground water. 
Exactly how much 
radioactivity 
human beings can safely stand is 
not known. Tolerances are set un­ 
usually low to protect 
personnel 
working in Laboratories, and result 
have been fairly satisfactory . 
There are a few burial places In 
the ground, but their locations have 
not been disclosed, nor the reason? 
why these are safe. Small amounts 
have been dumped into running wa­ 
ter th at does not traverse populated 
sreas. 
The atomic 
p’ants let a 
little get into the air. 
But all are 
relatively small. 
The problem will 
come when radioactive atoms and 
power plants are widely used. 
Nature 
provides 
the 
greatest 
single safeguard against polluting 
the air. 
Neither nitrogen nor oxy ­ 
gen, which form 99 per cent of the 
gases in air, can be made radioact­ 
ive for more than a very few m in­ 
utes, and usually the radioactive 
life of these two gases is measured 
in seconds. 
The air can still be dangerous 
from pollution with other radioact­ 
ive gases, but If nitrogen and oxy gen 
were like most of the other chem­ 
ical elements, capable of long-lived 
ray s, the atmosphere would offer a 
great risk of poisoning.

By applying the “single standard,' 
he added, "we can meet even our 
most difficult problems of discrim­ 
ination against minority groups, of 
prejudice, of bigotry, of denial of 
certain human rights.” 
Truman, meanwhile, told a radio 
audience that the Republicans plan 
to put the axe to the New Deal’s 
"great, progressive body of laws.” 
“The time has come," he said, 
"for the working people and all the 
progressive forces of this nation to 
realize the grave danger that con­ 
fronts them." 
The President said the Republi­ 
cans started their attack by con­

I WASHINGTON—The shock troop* 
—the advance g uard—of Russia are 
the 
Communist parties in every 
country. 
T hat’s why those parties must 
be kept in mind in 
any 
talk of 
working out peace with Russia, For 
exam ple: 
Russia can make a peace deal, 
stay behind a g iven line, sit tig ht, 
and meanwhile help and direct the 
Communist parties in other coun­ 
tries. 
Then, if they succeed in taking 
over a country, they will accomplish 
just as much—without war—as an 
invasion by the Red army. 
Those parties are tied in with the 
main aim of Russia—which is world 
Communism — and 
the future of 
Russia Itself, 
Communists 
everywhere 
know 


this: 
Even if the Communist parties In 
every country are wiped out to­ 
morrow— 
1. Russia, the fountainhead and 
strong hold of Communism, still ex­ 
ists and is uncrushed. » 
2. There's a chance, particularly 
with Russia's help, for Communist 
parties to spring up ag ain in every 
country. 
3. There’s still a g ig antic starting 
pclnt for Communism to spread out 
from Russia arid win the world. 


THAT 10 WHY, 
in 
part, 
the 
Communist party in this country 
has followed such a shifting , zia- 
zag line. 
For example, g o tack to 1939 when 
Germany and Russia sig ned their 
non-ag g ression pact. 
This deal between Communism 


and Fascism shocked many of the 
idealistic 
Oonununist-sympathlrers 
in this country. 
(They were the ones who forg ot, 
or ig nored, or didn't know, what 
Lenin meant when 
he 
said 
th at 
Communists, to 
g ain 
their 
final 
g oal, should 11 necessary retreat, 
compromise, or lie.) 
Rut the 1939 deal made sense to 
the Communists. Russia wanted to 
survive. It was willing to make a 
deal with Hitler so it could keep out 
of war itself and leave Hitler free 
to war on Britain and France. 
Hitler did that, almost at once. 
This country beg an to arm then 
throug h its defense prog ram. Mean­ 
while, it sent help to Britain and 
France. 
The Communists here screamed 
out ag ainst the prog ram and the 
help. They did w hat they could to 
ruin it with slog ans 
and 
action. 
They shouted the "Yanks are not 
coming ." They said the war between 
Germany and Prance and Britain 
was no concern of this country. 
(If those three countries knocked 


themselves out in the war, Russia 
would have been the strong est na­ 
tion in Europe.) 
But later, when Germany attacked 
Russia, the American Communists 
did a swift about-face and ware all- 
out for war ag ainst Hitler. 
T hat’s Just one little picture of 
the Communists at work within one 
country outside Russia, shooting the 
works for the benefit of Russia. 
Rig fht now you can see them at 
work in France and Italy, trying to 
weaken those countries from with­ 
in by strikes and strife. 


IF THE COMMUNISTS can seize 
power anywhere — throug h reg ular 
popular elections of throug h io n e 
and violence—it is a victory lor 
Russia Just as sure and complete 
as an invasion, and far cheaper. 
Why? Where’s the proof? 
Because every country which has 
been taken over by its own Com­ 
munists has tied its fortunes imme­ 
diately with Russia. And this is to 
be expected, since the aim of Com­ 
munists is world Communism. 


But in trying to make peace with 
Russia, 
the 
eastern 
g overnments 
can not ask her to repudiate the 
Communisn 
parties 
in 
countries 
outside Russia, or to stop all con­ 
tact with them, or help, or direc­ 
tion. 
Russia wouldn’t do that. If she 
did, and those 
parties 
collapsed. 
Russia would find herself surround­ 
ed by capitalistic states, without 
friends and allies within those states 
—friends who eventually, without 
need for war, would try to g et con­ 
trol there. 
In short, if Russia cut loose from 
the Communist parties outside Rus­ 
sia it would have to g o into isola­ 
tion. g ive up its hope of world Com­ 
munism, and 
content 
itself with 
Communism in one country. 
It could do that, of course, but 
not without g oing contrary to ell its 
theories of world Communism. 
Yet, so long as those Communist 
parties remain in countries outside 
Russia. Russia has fifth columns 
working even thoug h she makes a 
peace deal.

THE REAL KEY to the Russian 
riddle lie« , I believ e, in the fact that 
„ the Sov iet gov ern men t forev er leads 
a double life. 
Simultan eously, it is pursuin g n ot 
on e but two foreign policies. 
On e 
is a “plain*’ policy, con cern ed with 
security, trade an d all the in terests 
th at go to form the foreign policy of 
an y n ation . The other is the for­ 
eign policy of the Commun ist party. 
These are n ot always either par­ 
allel or compatible. 
The objectiv es 
are by n o mean s the same, Some­ 
times, they seem to oppose 
each 
other. 
At such times, gorgeous con tra­ 
diction s are succeeded by ston in g 
paradoxes. The Russian lin e twists 
an d turn s an d den ies itself. 
It 
changes direction like a frighten ed 
dog on a football field. 
Here is an example: 
From the appearan ce of Hitler to 
the outbreak of war the Sov iets were 
fiercely opposed to German y, 
The 
two gov ern men ts fulmin ated again st 
each other, for years in such terms 
as 
“Fascist 
Beasts,” 
"Bolshev ik, 
Mon golian 
Sav ages” 
an d 
similar 
pleasan t Acs. 
The 
Nazies 
hun ted 
down an d ruthlessly destroyed their 
Commun ists: the Reds, by deed an d 
word, were open ly hostile to ev ery­ 
thin g German , 


YET, IN 1939, Russia 
sudden ly 
sign ed a n on -aggression treaty with 
German y. Magically, ov ern ight, the 
tw o gov ern men ts became “frien dly.” 
Do you remember the amazin g 
circumlocution s an d men tal acrot- 
lcs performed 
by 
the 
American 
Commun ist leaders In tryin g to ex­ 
plain this to the shocked an d be­ 
wildered brethren ? 
W hat they couldn ’t say, by way of 
explan ation , was this: 
THAT, AT that momen t. Com­ 
mun ist party policy, with its lin e 
an d its objectiv es, had been forced 
to giv e way to the “plain ” policy, 
which had, as its objectiv e, military 
security. 
The Kremlin say a war comin g. 
Soon er or later, the German hordes 
would be turn ed on Russia. 
H ie 
Red army wasn 't ready, then . 
So, ev en though Nazi 
German y 
represen ted the deepest an d w on t 
an d blackest type of capitalist state 
—the v ery type the Commun ist has 
sworn to destroy—party policy, for 
the time bein g, had to be aban don ­ 
ed. 
It was a case of plain n eces­ 
sity. 
Then , in 1940, German y attacked 
Russia, as the Kremlin had fore­ 
seen . 
Russia sudden ly foun d her­ 
self “allied" with some other filthy 
capitalists. But was she? Not ac­ 
cordin g to Eugen e Varga, a Sov iet 
political expert. He wrote: 
“The fact that the Sov iet un ion 
an d 
highly 
dev eloped 
capitalist 
states 
were 
in 
the same 
camp 


again st Fascist aggression 
mean t 
th at the struggle of the two systems 
was relaxed an d temporarily stop­ 
ped. 
It did n ot mean , of course, 
that the struggle was en ded.” 
In the same way, Russia alleg­ 
edly disban ded the Comin tern . lire 
Comin tern was the directin g agen cy 
of Commun ist parties in other coun ­ 
tries. 
Its 
objectiv e, 
workin g 
through those parties, was to de­ 
stroy ev ery capitalist state. So, pre­ 
sumably, durin g the time of colla­ 
boration . Moscow called off 
the 
dogs. 


BUT IN FACT, as we now know, 
the Comin tern simply put on a new, 
but n ot a clean er shirt, an d became 
the “Comin form.” 
Because of the v en omous hatred 
of the orthodox Commun ist for the 
capitalist n ation s, Len in con sisten t­ 
ly frown ed on an y form of in tei- 
n ation al cooperation . He was afraid 
of bein g out-v oted In the democrat­ 
ic processes. 
Therefore, he called the League 


of Nation s a Dev il’s Kitchen .” He 
referred to the system of coun tin g 
v otes as “idiotic.” 
Yet in it® , the Sov iet gov ern ­ 
men t began participatin g in in ter­ 
n ation al con feren ces. 
In 1945, it 
join ed the Un ited Nation s. 
Why? 
Again, 
because of plain 
n ecessity in terms of ordin ary se­ 
curity. 
In 1922. the Reds were on ly fiv e 
years in their 
rev olution . 
They 
dreaded an assault by the combin ed 
capitalist n ation s. 
So, tempoiaruy 
turn in g on the orthdox Commun ist 
lin e, they wen t in to the League. For 
iden tical reason s, in 1945—because 
of bein g exhausted by the German 
occupation an d the war in the east 
—they join ed the Un ited Nation s. 
As of today, it is the Commun ist 
party policy which shapes an d di­ 
rects Russian 
foreign 
policy. 
It 
also aids “plain ” foreign policy by 
puttin g Commun ist-con trolled gov ­ 
ern men ts in the satellite 
n ation s, 
thus erectin g buffers between Rus­ 
sia an d the West. 
Sov iet action s in German y * an d 
Korea, an d elsewhere in the world, 
howev er, are main ly dictated, n ot 
by con sideration s of trade or se­ 
curity, but by the origin al an d un - 
(chan ged objectiv es of the Commun - 
ists. 
But 
when the n ecessity again
